DEATH Of GEORGE B. SMITH. 
One ot the most prominent citizens of 
this State, aud a man honored for his cul­ 
ture and respected for ms many virtues, 
has just passtd away—Uoa. George B. 
Smith. 
Ile died suddenly, at his home id 
Madison this morning, the particulars of 
which will be tound in our special telegram 
from Madison. Mr. Smith came to this 
State in ISH. lie was a member of the 
first Constitutional Convention ot 1846, 
representing the county of Dane. From 
January 2,1354, to January 7th, 1856, lie 
was Attorney-General ol the State. In 
1859be served in the Assembly,and again 
in 1864, and 1869. 
Ile was a prominent 
member of the bar, a fine speaker ana an 
able lawyer ; aud in politics ranked as one 
ot the first men in the Democratic party 
His death occurring at an unexpected 
moment aril at the prime of manhood, 
will be deeply mourned throughout the 
State.

In estimating the lost to the State by the 
burning of the Institute for the Deaf and 
Dumb at Delavan, certain papers put it at 
$250,000 —the Chicago Tribune, for in­ 
stance. The Chicago Journal estimates the 
loss at from $100,000 to $175,000. 
The 
exact amount of appropriations tor build­ 
ing purposes from 1852 to 1875, when the 
lost one was made, wa9 $110,777.35. Much 
of the building was done when labor aud 
material was high, so that the actual loss 
to the State cannot exceed $100,000, and in 
reality will hardly reach that amount. The 
Milwaukee Sentinel does not regard the 
burning of the Institute in any sense a 
calamity or even a serious loss, but merely 
a temporary inconvenience, a9 the build­ 
ing was not well adopted to its purposes. 
The fact that tho affairs of the Institute 
have been in a turmoil for years aud that 
loci’ jealousies and personal quarrels have 
brought contempt upon it, have led eomo to 
favor the removal of the Institute from 
Delavan. It is 9afe to say, however, that 
the State will hardly be convinced that it 
i9 policy to remove it to some other point. 
Anywhere would be better thin Delavan, 
but Inasmuch as the State owns the ground, 
and the site itself is unobjectionable, the 
new building will in all probability be 
erected on the old grounds.

Tho greater part of the 
furniture was brought out in good condition 
and the shop, barn, gymnasium and other 
outbuildings arc uninjured and available 
tor the use of the Cabool. 
By the kindness 
and hospitality of the people of Dalavan, 
the pupils are temporarily cared for, aud 
arrangements will be made at ooce lur 
continuing the school work with little or 
OO interruption. The trustees are on the 
ground and before their separation will 
arrange for the comfortable accommoda­ 
tion of the institution until new, perma­ 
nent buildings are provided by the State 
A. L. C h ap in , President of Board. 
A lthe meeting this rn iroing it was de­ 
cided to erect a temporary building and 
improve those saved, 
which will secure 
comfortable quarters for the continuation 
of the cahoot until other action can be 
taken. 
The 
plans 
have already 
been decided upon, and the contracts 
will be let at once. The cost is estimated 
at from $3,000 to $5,CC J. The building 
will be ready tor occupancy inside of six 
weeks. The school will in the meantime 
occupy buildings tendered by citizens 
Meantime, the pupils are cared for in the 
homes of citizens.
